sales over several years, according to an in- 
vestigation by the staff of the House Ways 
and Means oversight subcommittee. One com- 
pany sold $3.4 billion worth of cars over two 
years and paid zero taxes. 

The panel checked a sample of tax returns 
filed by foreign-based electronics companies 
and found that 40 percent paid no U.S. income 
tax. 

One company with $6.6 billion of U.S. sales 
paid no tax. In a subsequent year, the same 
company had sales of $2.8 billion and paid 
$156. 

“Tn our society, a teacher or factory worker 
can pay more in federal income tax than a 
major multinational corporation with billions 
in annual U.S. sales,” said Rep. J.J. Pickle, 
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“This is what is happening today and it is 
terribly unfair and wrong. 

“We have got to stop chasing our tails 
around the block and tell these people ... this 
is outright tax evasion and we are not going to 
take it anymore,” said Rep. Paul Kanjorski, 
D-Pa. He is sponsoring a bill to impose a new 
minimum tax on foreign companies. 

All told, only 28 percent of the 45,000 for- 
eign companies operating here pay any U.S. 
income tax at all. 

But most authorities who have investigated 
the issue agree that does not mean the others 
are cheating. Many of them, for example, 
have no profit to tax. 

Investigators have found, however, that in 
general, foreign companies report less than 


In 1988, the IRS told the subcommittee, for- 
eign firms on average reported only 40 per- 
cent of what comparable American companies 
reported. 

By one measure of profit — return on assets 
— foreign companies averaged only 0.9 per- 
cent compared with 2.2 percent for U.S. 
firms. In 1989, the disparity worsened: for- 
eign firms earned 0.6 percent and U.S. firms 
1.8 percent. 

There are several legitimate reasons that 
could cause foreign firms’ taxable earnings to 
fall considerably below those of comparable 
domestic companies. These include fluctuat- 
ing exchange rates, higher start-up costs and 
greater reliance on outside suppliers. 

Nevertheless, the IRS said in a report to 


-oreign firms dodging U.S. taxes 


suggests that income shifting may be at least 
partially responsible for the remaining gap 
between the taxable incomes of domestic and 
foreign companies.” 

In conducting its investigation, the sub- 
committee staff checked 268 U.S. tax returns 
filed over the last few years by 36 foreign- 
controlled distributors of cars, motorcycles 
and electronics. 

Because privacy laws prohibit it, the com- 
panies were not identified.

Ticket distribution plan 
revealed for 1992-93

The “double deal” is dead. The 
Sports Information Director’s Office 
released the 1992-93 football and bas- 
ketball ticket distribution plan Thurs- 
day, and though it offers students a 
chance to buy a combination ticket 
package, no seating preference is in- 
cluded. 

After submitting a widely criticized 
proposal for a double deal plan to the 
Student Advisory Council in March, 
the office decided against it. The 
biggest twists in the new policy in- 
clude summer mailings, early pay- 
ment, the method of actual distribu- 
tion and a wide variety of ticket 


package options. 

“Students won’t be able to find a 
better entertainment buy  any- 
where,” said Val Hale, assistant 
sports information director. Students 
will be able to buy a season ticket to 
six home football games and 17 home 
basketball games for $47. By con- 
trast, the cost of attending a single 
Utah Jazz professional basketball 
game is $45, Hale said. 

Though the new policy still includes 
seating by random rotation instead of 
on a first-come-first-served basis, 
better seating at football games will 
no longer be available to students who 
also agree to buy season tickets to 
basketball games.

Ashe case elicits calls to AIDS hotlines 


A day after Arthur Ashe announced he got AIDS from a blood transfusion, 
one AIDS hotline fielded calls from thousands of worried transfusion recipi- 
ents. 

But officials say the blood supply has become markedly safer against AIDS 
since March 1985, when screening for the virus began. 

The National AIDS Hotline received 117,458 calls after Ashe’s announce- 
ment Wednesday, compared with about 55,000 calls the day before, said 
Margaret Webb, senior public relations officer with the American Social 
Health Association, the company that operates the hotline. 

She said it was the hotline’s third-busiest day ever, behind only March 30, 
the day after ABC televised a movie about a young woman who contracted 
AIDS from a one-night stand, and Nov. 8, the day after former basketball star 
Magic Johnson announced he was infected with the AIDS virus. 

“Clearly it has renewed the fear of getting AIDS from a transfusion,” 
saidBill Teague, presdient of the Gulf Coast REgional Blood Center in Hous- 
ton, which had received 15 to 20 calls by mid-morning. 

Ashe, a tennis star of the 60s and ’70s, said he believed he was infected by 
blood transfused after heart-bypass surgery in 1983. The date is significant, 
blood bank officials stress, because that was before blood banks began screen- 
ing blood for the AIDS virus in March 1985. 

Of millions of people transfused since screening began, only 20 have gotten 
AIDS from screened blood, according to the national Centers for Disease 
Control. 


Truce called in duel for Black Sea Fleet 


KIEV, Ukraine — Russia and Ukraine called a truce Thursday in a war of 
words over the Black Sea fleet, suspending competing decrees claiming con- 
trol of its warships and forming a commission to settle the fight. 

The agreement was an important step toward resolving the conflict, which 
has seriously strained Russian-Ukrainian relations and threatened the unity 
of the Commonwealth of Independent States. Many of the former Soviet 
republics are setting up their own military forces. 

The truce was reached during two telephone conversations between Rus- 
sian President Boris Yeltsin and Ukrainian President Leonid Kravchuk. 

“Tf we have enough wisdom, calm, and leave ambitions aside, we will be able 
to resolve this issue, ” Kravchuk said on commonwealth television. 

Both presidents agreed to suspend decrees they issued earlier in the week 
claiming jurisdiction over the fleet’s nearly 400 vessels. They also agreed that 
lawmakers from each country would be named to a commission to decide how 
to divide the fleet. 


Noriega guilty, faces up to 120 years 


MIAMI — Manuel Noriega, the dictator who defied a superpower, was 
convicted of eight of 10 drug and racketeering charges Thursday, two years 
after the long arm of America plucked him from Panama in a bloody invasion. 

The ousted Panamanian leader’s conviction included the key counts of 
racketeering and racketeering conspiracy. 

The eight counts carry a possible maximum sentence of 120 years. Sentenc- 
ing was set for July 10. 

U.S. Attorney James McAdams said as soon as Noriega is sentenced, he will 
be taken to Tampa for a trial on marijuana smuggling charges. 

The defense said it would appeal the verdict. 

“T hope it sends a lesson to drug lords here and around the world they will 
pay a price if they continue to poison the lives of our kids in this country or 
anywhere else,” said President Bush at a Washington meeting with 
Nicaraguan President Violetta Chamorro. 

The verdict came in the jury’s fifth day of deliberations. 


Federal Reserve lowers funds rate again 


WASHINGTON — The Federal Reserve on Thursday unexpectedly low- 
ered a key interest rate ina move apparently aimed at calming jittery financial 
markets and buying recovery insurance for the U.S. economy. 

The Fed added reserves to the nation’s money supply shortly before noon in 
a fashion that economists said clearly signalled a cut in its target for the federal 
funds rate, the interest that banks charge each other. 

Most economists said they believed the Fed had cut the funds rate by a 
quarter-point, from 4 percent to 3.75 percent. It marked the 16th time the Fed 
has lowered the funds rate since it stood at 8 percent when the recession began 
in July 1990. 

The Dow Jones industrial average rallied on word of the Fed’ 
climbing 43.61 points for the day. 
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The move'came shortly after the Labor. Department reported that whole- : 


sale prices edged up only 0.2 percent,in March, indicating that inflationary 
pressures remain in check. 

President Bush said the Fed’s decision was a “good thing” and was well 
received by financial markets. 

“T hope that this will guarantee that this fledgling recovery that we’re 
seeing will now be a little more robust,” Bush told the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors.

The small-scale agriculture pro- 
gram works because it caters to the 
specific needs of small Latin Ameri- 
can farms instead of trying to trans- 
late the large-scale farming of the 
United States into a small-scale plan 
for Latin America, Jensen said. 

In comparison to the average 2.5 
acre farm in Latin America, U.S. 
farms average 300 to 10,000 acres. 

Jensen said agriculture in these 
large U.S. farms is more appropri-

Then the excess can be 
sold. 

Jensen said the model seems revo- 
lutionary to some but is just common 
sense. 

Instead of being based on money 
and market forces, it is based on the 
nutritional needs of the family.

“There is no limit to success if you

Utah’s knack 
for language 
bodes well 
for foreign 
businesses

LDS. Church missionaries are 
transforming land-locked Utah to an 
oasis of diverse languages from 
Afrikaans to Vietnamese, and the 
world is cashing in on its resources. 

An April 138 edition of Time 
magazine said Utah is the most lin- 
guistically diverse state in the United 
States. The article reveals that 
Utahns collectively speak 90 percent 
of the world’s written languages. 

“Utah's linguistic richness has 
prompted several international com- 
panies to open divisions in the state,” 
the article said. “Much of the multilin- 
gual talent isa dividend from the mis- 
sionary work performed by the Salt 
Lake City-based Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints.” 

The Missionary Training Center in 
Provo trains missionaries in 38 lan- 
guages, including low-demand 
tongues such as Estonian, Tahitian 
and Icelandic. 

The Church also operates 13 mis- 
sionary training centers throughout 
the world. With 8 million members, 


‘the Church has 44,500 missionaries 


serving in 95 countries and 26 territo- 
ries, said Don LeFevre, Church pub- 
lic affairs director. 

“The missionaries virtually become 
goodwill ambassadors for the coun- 
tries they served in,” LeFevre said. 

“At Brigham Young University, 
more than 60 percent of the 28,000 
students acquire extensive foreign 
language experience,” Time said. 

“Atlanta-based Delta Air Lines, 
which recently expanded service to 35 
cities in Europe and Asia, has set up 
an international reservations center 
in Salt Lake City. Agents can take 
bookings in 13 foreign languages,” the 
article said. 

“American Express moved its cor- 


. porate “headquarters * forthe" trav- 
' eler’s-check division from downtown 


Manhattan to Salt Lake City in part 
because of the language skills avail- 
able here,” said Fred Ball, president 
of the Salt Lake Area Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Ball said Salt Lake has become the 
telemarketing headquarters for Fi- 
delity Marketing, JC Penney, Sears, 
Holiday Inn and Marriott Corp.

NEW YORK — Ricardo Lopez 
swore “on my mama” in a videotape 
played in court Thursday that he 
never touched any of the Watkins 
family during the subway robbery in 
which Brian Watkins was stabbed to 
death. 

Lopez, 19, admitted he went with 
his friends “to ‘do’ somebody” so they 
would all have enough money to go 
dancing at nearby Roseland the night 
of Sept. 2, 1990. “They said they were 
going to rob somebody,” Lopez said. 

Lopez said in his videotape that the 
gang of about six youths surrounded 
the five Watkinses on the train plat- 
form, and two brandished knives. “I 
said, ‘Watch out for the cops.’” 

Lopez said he ran off when the con- 
frontation escalated, adding that he

integrity of the organization, its effi- 
ciency in handling funds and the scope 
of its operations throughout North 
America.

At the center of the double deal 
plan was an incentive for students to 
buy season basketball tickets. Seats 
in the east stands of Cougar Stadium 
would have been reserved for stu- 
dents who bought the package, while 
students buying football tickets only 
would have been seated only in the 
end zone. 

An application for tickets will be 
sent to students with the regular uni- 
versity mailing of registration forms 
July 15. Students will then have until 
August 14 to return the applications 
by mail or in person to the Marriott 
Center. Payment must be included 
with the application, either in the 
form of a check or a credit card num- 
ber. 

Students will be able to pick up 
their football tickets beginning Aug. 
31. 

Tickets not picked up by Sept. 21 
will be resold. Basketball tickets will 
be distributed between Nov. 16 and 
Dec. 2. 

By picking up their tickets to- 
gether, friends will be able to sit to- 
gether. 

Hale said the double deal plan 
didn’t get a fair hearing. 

“We felt we never had the chance to 
tell the students about the double 
deal,” he said. 

The Student Advisory Council 
“was very instrumental in helping us 
change the plan to what we have 
here,” Hale said. “Their feedback was 
very much appreciated.” 

This plan is the product of two 
years of tinkering with ticket policy in 
an attempt to come up with some- 
thing that is fair to students but also 
meets the needs of the athletic de- 
partment, he said. 

“First come, first served is only fair 
to about 1,000 students,” Hale said. 
“Rotating seats gives everyone a 
chance at least to have a few good 
seats.” 

He said students have literally 
stood in line for a week to get the best 
seat. 

“First come, first served penalized 
the student who can’t do that due to 
work or school. When you explain it to 
most students, they would agree the 
random draw is the fairest, although 
it is true that it’s nice to have your 
best fans close to the action,” he said. 

Paying for the tickets over the sum- 
mer should help students, he said. 
“They'll get the application in July 
and than have a month, or all summer 
if they hear about it now, to prepare 
their budgets to handle the cost of the 
tickets.” 

The Cougars’ home football sched- 
ule begins Sept. 10 with Western 
Athletic Conference rival San Diego 
State and includes UCLA, Utah 
State, new WAC member Fresno 
State, Penn State and New Mexico. 
“It’s probably the best home football 
schedule we’ve ever had,” Hale said. 

A single season ticket to the six 
games will cost $30. 

The defending WAC champion bas- 
ketball team will play non-conference 
opponents like Arizona State, and all 
nine WAC members. 

Georgia, Santa Clara and Southern 
Utah will also travel to Provo to meet 
BYU in the annual Cougar Classic. 

A single season ticket to the 17 
home games will cost $34. 

The SID’s Office also announced 
Tuesday that it will offer a “Cougar 
Card,” a season ticket to “Olympic” 
sports played at BYU. The student 
price for the card will be $15. The card 
will act as a ticket to baseball and 
women’s basketball games, men’s and 


women’s volleyball matches, and 
men’s and women’s gymnastics 
meets.
